CONSTITUTION—ARTICLE I. 


sae Citizens’ Alliance of Los Angeles, 
Cal. 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 1. The objects of the Alliance 
are: 


(1.) To promote the stability of busi- 
ness and the steady employment of 
labor, whether organized or unorgan- 
ized, by encouraging friendly relations 
between employers and empioyés, and 
to discourage lockouts, strikes and 
boycotts and all kindred movements 
which savor of persecution. 

(2.) To protect its members and the 
community at large, and all persons 
who desire to work, from unlawful in- 
terference and the evil effects of 
Strikes, lockouts and boycotts, and ail 
similar movements unnecessarily and 
unreasonably interfering with trade 
and business. 
(3.) To protect its members in their 
inalienable rights to manage their busi- 
ness in such lawful manner as they 
deem proper, without domination or co- 
ercion by any organized movements 
against such right. 

(4.) To consider any other matters 
which may rtain to the welfare of 
the city country. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1. The members of the 
alliance may be persons, firms, 
associations or corporations, owning 
property, employed in or engaged in 
business in the city of Los Angeles 
and suburbs, or employés, who are not 
members of any labor organisation 
which resorts to the boycott or other 
coercive methods. 

Sec. 2. Each firm, association or corpo- 
ration holding membership in the as- 
sociation shall designate one person 
to represent ft, and the person so des- 
ignated may be so represented by a 
proxy, provided such proxy is present- 
ed by a partner in the firm or associa- 
tion, or an officer in any corporation 
having a membership in the alliance.

E honor the patriot soldier who takes up arms 
against his country’s foes, and who is ready to go 
forth to battle amid the dangers of cannon shol 
and Kroll, giving his life a willing sacrifice, # need be, 
so that the country which he loves may endure. Ii is 


a noble principle that acluates him, and one to which all 


honor is due. But in this land, and in every civ ized 
land, there are foes as powerful as any that are me! 
upon the ficld of battle, as deady in their assaults 
upon the nation’s welfare, and which must be met with 
a no less determined courage and unswerving purpose, 
if the integrity of the nation is to be preserved, than 
the foreign foes, who would wreck our national strength 


and power. 


And not the least danger from these foes is the fac! 


- that. they are attacking us from within; we find hem 


zunki in every town and cih of the country; we find 
them in all civilized lands insidiously at work at the very 
foundations of moral strength and social integrity. 

One of the most powerful of these foes is Intemper- 


- ance—the drink habi!—which is laying hold upon so many 


in all civilized lands. We recently ran across the slate- 
ment that “Germany spends $500,000,000 a year for beer 
alone! So states the commission appointed by the Kaiser 
to invesigate the drinking habits of his subjects. Their 
enlire drink bil for a year is $750,000,000. -On the av- 
erage the people drink one-eighth of all they earn. The 
commiss.oners al ?eport that drinking is steadily on the , 
increase, in spite-of hard times. After reading the re- 
port, it is said the Emperor exciaimed: An increase of 
ninety millions of dollars in five years! Why, the Yan- 
kees themselves could no! stand it! Na; no nation can 
sland it without! inv?ing poverty and ruin.“ 

Enormous as that sum is, the United States outdistances 
it Dy several millions. We are a great and prosperous 
péopic, of almost unlimited resources, and if we were 
truly a moral, temperate people, there would need be 
no such thing as suffering poverty in our midst. 

Consider for a moment the amount which free, en- 
lightened and so-called Christian America spends for in- 


 foxicating liquors every year, and determine if the foes 


within our borders are not as powerful and as much to 
be dreaded as the foes without who are liable to as- 
sail us. 


Unchallenged statemems assert that the people of the * of young men have been ruined in this way Statesman, 


United States spend every year the vast sum of nine 
hundred million dollars for intoxicating drinks! No one 
can fully realize the awful misery, the want, the desti- 
tution, and the degradation arising’ from this evil. Says 
George H. Hubbard in his work, “The Why of Poverty:” 

“The statistics given in regard to the extent of the drink 
habit and its enormous cost are startling to every moughl- 
ful reader, but they are very inadequate to express the 
real magnitude of the evil. As well atlemp! to express 
the cost of a great explosion by the value of the dy- 
namite used in the bomb, as to express the cost of in- 
temperance by the value of liquor consumed by our 
people. Every dollar of the nation’s drink bill repre- 
sents many dollars of expense that can only be hinted 
al, but can never be computed or expressed by figures.

“The cox of our asylums, almshouses and jails is enor- 
mous, Look at our army of seventy thousand criminals 
in the prisons of our land, involving an expense of one 
hundred and twenty-five millions of dollars a year, and 
a total loss to the country of more than six hundred mil- 
lion dollars. Look again at our ecighty-nine thousand 
paupers and thirty-five thousand tramps, eighty per cent. 
of whom, with an equa! proportion of the criminals, have 
been brought to their present condition through intem- 
perance. Of the nearly one hundred and seventy thous- 
and insane persons in our asylums, fourteen per cent. are 
the immediate victims of strong drink. . . . Let us 
remember the fact that there are about two hundred and 
ten thousand men employed in the various departments 
of the liquor traffic, manufacture or sale. Adding these 
forces together, we have an army of more than four 
hundred thousand men withdrawn, by the influence of 
intemperance, from useful and productive labor to spend 
their time and energy in doing that which is injurious 40 
mankind.”

Then the num- 
ber of hours to constitule a working day becomes a sec- 
ondary consideration, and can be adjusted without trouble. 
Such matters can be arranged by the parties immediately 
concerned on a flexible basis, to suit the requirements of 
the business and with advantage to all concemed. 

“There is one thing thal is very imporiant,” Gen. Otis 
went on; “it is more important in many respects than 
wages or hours. tt is that the owner shall have the right 
to control his establishment, the right lo regulate the force 
and the oulpu!. lie must be able to make a fair profil on 
his product, whatever it is, besides earning the annual in- 
terest on the cost of the plant, an item never to be left 
out of the account. Umes he is given a free hand to 
accomplish these things he cannot do a safe and sound or 
a growing business. He cannot thrive himself or enable 
his people to thrive for Jong. He cannot furnish that great- 
est need of labor, certainty and steadiness of employmenl, 
fair wages and repose.” 

“Have you ever been a laboring man, General?” 

“Most emphatically so,” replied Gen. Otis. “I know what 
it is to work and so do all my business associa‘es. | began 
life as a farmer's boy, learned to read in a log school- 
house, and grow up among people with whom industry, 
frugality and free labor were he rules of life. | am a 
laboring man still. For the lafger part of the past twenty 
years, during which | have been building up the Los An- 
geies Times, | have worked more hours daily than most 
of the men in my employ. | have never kept a record of 
‘my hours nor charged for overiime, though | have often 
put in from twelve to teen fours per day week in and 
week out. This, however, is merely a personal matter 
and of tittle importance in this discussion.” 


The Big Syndicates and Trusts. 


~ “How will the great industrial combinations affect la- 
bor matters?” | asked. 

“| see no reason why they should not be for the good of 
labor, provided the combinations are kept within the 
plain limitations of law, according to the wise policy of 
President Roosevelt. Great cambinations can do great 
things. They can handle industrial problems which would 
be Qryond single individuals or small Capitalists. Great 
undertakings require great dynamic forces, immense ma- 
chinery and enormous capital. They call for many work- 
men and create opporiunities for wages. The real test 
is as to whether the combinations are lawful or uniaw- 
ful. Outside of this they should not be restricted. They 
should not be crushed merely because they are big, any 
more than small operators and operations should be 
crushed because they are small. All are alike entitled to 
ihe protection of the law. Such combinations require 
proper restraint, but that restraint should be the restraint of 
law and not of public clamor.” 

The Civic Federation. 

“What do you think of the compromise and arbitration 
policy of the Civic Federation, General? | mean the pol- 
icy advocated by Mark Hanna, Samuel Gompers and oth- 
ers)

UENAVENTURA (Colombia) January, 1904.—If some 
B of the tribes of Indians in remote parts of Colombia 

succeed in maintaining the laws and customs they 
how have in force, they vill certainly not meet the fate 
of their North American. cousins, and become extinct. 
They welcome whi'e traders, but they won't let the pale- 
faces remain in their country over night. As soon as the 
trading is done, the visitors must return to their ships and 
sail away. As fone as they do so, they are not molested, 
but if they manifest a tendency to hang around and get 
sociable, after the business is concluded. trouble is certain 


to resul'. This is because the Indian women like white 


men, and will run away with them if they get a chance. 
The native women are rather atiractive as girls, but they 
age very quickly. The universal mode of dress among 


the women consists of one sack-like garment, reaching | 


from the shoulders to the knees, with holes for the head 
and arms. t is one place in the world where the styles do 
not change. Most of the men wear trousers, and some of 


the more progressive and prosperous among them wear 
shirts. 


Woman's Rights Discouraged. 


They have interpreters who can speak English, and their 
standard money is American gold. While the men are 
good traders, and lean toward civilized ways in their 
money and their dress, they are quite barbarous in their 
habits of living. They reside in shacks, and have three or 
four wives each. They select their companions while they 
are very young, a girl rarely reaching the age of fourteen 
before she is claimed by some brave. There is no mar- 
riage rite. One trader among them insisted that the high 
contracting parties to one of their jungle matrimonial alli- 
ances acknowledge the solemn obligation by running 
around a banana tree three times, but one of his compan- 
ions scouted the idea, and said they never thought of put- 
ting themselves to so much trouble. The men insist upon 
being the head of the house, however, even if there is a 
lack of formality in establishing the same. A favorite 
method of punishing a disobedient wife is to tie her to 
a stake over an ant hill and let the insects nibble at her 
toes for an hour or two. It is said she will always be good 
thereafter.

When in 1689 Peter finally overcame the dynastic quar- 


rels at Moscow and ruled supreme, Russia had made 


little, if any, advance from the centuries of unciviliza- 
tion. in the councils of Europe her voice was not heard. 
At none of the capitals were her accredited representa- 
tives do be found. in dress, and manners, and thought 
her people were Asiatic, with that love of perfect isola- 
tion so characteristic of the Chinese. It was death for 
a Russian to have any commercial intercourse with a 
foreigner. Shut in on all sides, with no outlet even on 
the Black Sea, Russia seemed cul off from the civiliz- 
ing influences at work In Europe. And in Peter it hardly 


seemed that the country had found the man capable 


of giving her the necessary impetus forward. He was ig- 
norant, debauched, incredibly violent—a man whose pas- 
sions were capable of every cruelly. He drank to excess, 
his gross vices had been carefully fostered. by his ambi- 
tious sister, the Princess Sophia, who hoped by this means 
to bring about his early decease. Military training he had 
none, of naval matters he was hopelessly ignorant, neve: 
having, indeed, seen the sed. We do not know what in- 
fluence it was that gave to this barbaric mind that splien- 
did dream of Russia regenerate, no longer an offshoo!l 
of Asia, but a European power in the van of progress. 
But the dream was dreamt, and the thought of it never 
left him. it inspired and lightened his life. M rose tri- 
umphant above his Rature, separating the bad qualities 
from the predominant good quality—his boundless en- 
ergy. He knew nothing, so he set to work to learn. Un- 
der-the direction of a Scotchman, Gen. Patrick Gordon, 
a proper army was formed, which in his pursuit of 
knowledge, he himself entered as a private, rising through 
all the intermediate ranks until he obtained his com- 
mission. The Russian nobles were compelled to follow 
his example, in some cases with most barbaric bloss. 
The long Tartar dress was forcibly abolished, indeed, e- 
erything was done with a whip and a blow. Chancing 
to see a small vessel built by some Dutchmen in his 
father’s time on the tiver that runs through Moscow, 
he determined to build a navy. Numbers unwilling 
young Russians were sent to Venice, Leghorn and Hol- 
land, to learn the art of shipbuilding. He himself fol- 
lowed, and in the garb of a shipwright, worked for wages 
at Saardam in Holland, as Peter Timmermand. Then he 
wem to England, visiting Deptford, Woolwich and Chat- 
ham, working at Rotherhithe, spending his nights drink- 
ing pepper and brandy with the Marquis of Carmarthen, 
oi mixing the same curious beverage with beer in the 
company of his comrades in a small public-house 
in the neighborhood of Tower Hill. But ever before him 
was that dream of Russia regenerate; not any mixture 
of brandy and beer and pepper from the vilest pot- 
house in Rotherhithe could blot it from his mind.

A BUNGLING BUT STURDY VESSEL THAT Mer 


A TRAGIC END. 


The first American war vessel was launched in 1814. 
The following article and illustration published in a Boston 
newspaper about two years ago is interesting: 

Robert Fulton, whose soul animated the enterprise, was 
appointed the engineer, and on the 20th day of June, 
1814, the keel was laid at the shipyard of Adam and Noah 


Brown, her able and active constructors, in the city of 


New York, and in litt!e more than four months she was 
safely launched. 

The naming of the new engine of war was leit to Ful- 
ton himself, and, although it was at first proposed that she 
be christened the Fulton the First. Fulton preferred to give 
her the other name as one from the Greek representing 
the defense of the people. On June 1 she left her wharf 
near the Brooklyn ferry, at 10 o'clock, and, propelled by 
her own sleam, proceeded majestically into the river. She 
navigated the bay, and was visited by the officers of several 
French vessels of war in the harbor not unmingied with 
apprehension. This trial trip was concluded at 2 o’dock

THE HATCHET AND THE CHERRY-TREE. 

February being the birth month of Washington, & may 
not be inappropriate to reproduce here the earliest 
printed version of that most famous sory of George, the 
cherry tree, and the littl hatchet. 

The story, which first saw the light of print in 1808, 
was for many years a serious matter, and not, as K h 
now, the subject of idle quip and irreverent jest. it was 
illustrated with severe and moral wood cuts; the cari- 
caturist dared not assail it. The tale appeared in a very 
popular life of the Father of his Country, written by an 
itinerant clergyman named Mason L. Weems, who is 
generally suspected of having invented the story out of 
whole cloth. in a letter to a friend, he admits having 
introduced into his biography several stories, not neces- 
sarily authentic, bu! tending to embellish the work and 
to have a beneficial effect upon the reader. 

Historians are inclined to treat the cherry-tree anec- 


published in 1859 by G. P. Putnam & Co., the story re- 


ston called it “quite apocryphal.” In the more recent 
“George Washington”. of Prof. Woodrow Wilson, tho 
hatchet and cherry tree are not mentioned. 

five years ago, Mr. R. T. H. Halsey, in his book on blue 
Staffordshire pottery, described a rough carthenware mug, 
apparently made in Germany between 1770 and 1790, 
which was decorated with a quaint illustration of the 
cherry tree. A youth, attired in clothes similar in color 
and design to those wom by the Continental soldiers, 
was depicted standing near a felled tree. A large hatchet, 
the letters “G. W.,“ and the numerals 1776“ also ap- 
peared. 

The collector declared that the genuineness of the spec- 
imen was unquestioned. The fact that the decorations 
were beneath the giaze proved, he said, that they had 
not been added in recent years. He suggested that the 
famous story might have been current long before Weems 
flourished, and might have been wafted across the At- 
lantic during Revolutionary times, ta be enshrined in this 
rough stoneware mug. 

Weems attributes the story to “an aged lady, who was 
a distant relative, and, when a girl, spent much of her 
time in the family” of the Washingtons. She related it 
to Weems some years before the publication of his book, 
Joseph Rodman in the February Critic.

Mysterious Caverns. 
SUBTERRANEAN PASSAGES THAT NO 
ONE CAN EXPLAIN. 

From Peatsons Weckiy. 


HE famous underground labyrinth near Chislehurst 
1 was recently traversed from end to end by a party 

of the British Archaeological Association, but the ex- 
plorations are said to have thrown no new light on the 
puzzie these wonderful excavations present to the anti- 
quarian. 

Who constructed them, in fact, nobody knows; noi for 
What purpose, nor when. - 

Altogether there are about four miles cf passages, vary- 
ing in height from six feet tg ten, and in width between 
one yard and four. 

They have been cut out of the solid chalk, at an enor- 
mous expenditure of time and labor, the walls showing 
everywhere marks of the workmen's picks. 

An even greater mystery altaches to the Dene Holes of 
Essex and Kent, ancient artificial caverns in the chalk, 
having deep, narrow, vertical entrances. 

Many of these entrances are fifty, eighty, or even one 
hundred feet in depth, and three ot four feet in diameter. 
They pass straight down through the overlying sands and 
gravels into the chalk beneath, in which are excavated 
several large and lofty chambers, arranged symmetrically 
round the bottom of the shaft. . 

All sorts of explanations have been advanced to ag- 
count for the existence of Dene Holes. Some authorities 
say they are merely prehistoric chalk pits. But this is op- 
viously ridiculous. For there is plenty of surface chaik 
to be had in the neighborhood without sinking shafts tor 
Others assert that they were 
when an invader sailed up the Thames; but against this 
may be urged the fact that the bottom of a Dene Hole 
would be about the iast place in the world in which a man 
would care to be found by his egemy. 

Another favorite theory with so archacologists is that 
they constituted the habitation of our forefathers in days 
before the art of building was known in this country. But 
no trace of permanent habitation has been found in any 
of them, and it is much to be feared that any race dwell- 
ing in the Dene Holes would quickly succumb to ague and 
rheumatism. 

Others have hazarded the theory that hey were prisons, 
subterranean chapels, places of sepulture, and even silos 
for the storage of green fodder. But all these explanations 
are mere guess-work. | 
- Two facts about them only are certain. One is that they 
are very ancient. So long ago as the reign of Henry IV. 
people knew nothing of the race that excavated them, 


d as places of refuge 


and attributed them to the magic arts of the British King | 


Cunobeline. Another is that the labor of constructing 
them must have been enormous. It is estimated that from 
one single group of Dene Holes in Hangman’s Wood, 
Essex. no fewer than 150,000 tors of chalk were quarried 
ang raised. . : 

At Trelowarren, in Cornwall, are some very remarkable 
subterranean chambers and galleries, the original use of 
which is quite unknown. : 

Some of the galleries are more than niney feet tong, 
and, though high enough inside to allow of a man stand- 
ing upright, are approached only by very low doorways, 
through which anyone desiring ingress would have to creep 
on his hands and knees. Chambers and galleries alike are 
lined throughout with hewn stones, many of which are of 
immense size. 

Other similar but smaller underground structures have 
also been discovered at Boliet and Pendeen in the ta 
End disirict, as well as in the parish of St. Constantine, and 
at Sancreed,, near Penzance. 

It is well known also that subterranean galleries of pre- 
cisely the same character have been found beneath the 
old. forts or “raths” of Ireland, and from this circumstance 
some authorities are inclined to believe that they were in- 
tended as storehouses for tesc -e warlike stores, arms and 
provisions. 

These Irish galleries, however, must in nowise be con- 
founded with the curious . beehive-shaped underground 
chambers, which are so abundant in county Cork and 
eleswhere, and which are called by the peasants “Dane 
holes,” because, they say, the Danes were wont to hide in 
them in olden times. 3 | | 

This may have been so, by the way, for many of 
these subterranean apartments would form excetlent hid- 
ing places; but they were certainly constructed originally 
by the Irish themselves, at a period long anterior to the 
advent of the Danish invaders. 

Probably they are allied to the “Picts’ houses” of the 
Orkney Islands, which are eithet chambered tumuli or 
underground dwellings, or both. 

The rock “tombs” of the ancient Etruscans are also of 
this Category. Men lived within them, and they also buried 
their defunct relatives within them, underneath the flocr, 
just as the Inuits do now. A few inches of earth sufficed 


vast cave-temples at Effora and elsewhere were the work 
of giants. And in that belief they were almost justified, 
for it even now well nigh passes comprehension how, or 
by what means, they were originally constructed. 

From one series of these alone it is estimated that there 
were excavated one thousand million tons of solid rock, 
Near Aurangabad is a collection of splendid subterranean 
tempies, with single chambers, and halls measuring 270 
feet deep by 150 feet wide, and these cxtend for miles. 

The roof is of living ‘rock, supported by hundreds of 
rock-hewn pillars, and all round are chapels, chambers, 
and cells. It, in fact, constitutes, in its entirety, a sort of 


built nowadays above ground. 

But of all artificial caves, the Catacombs at Rome have 
been the cause of most wondermert and speculation. It 
is estimated that there are altogether about six hundied 
miles of galleries, the greater portion of which is still un- 
expiored. 

Constructed for the most part between the beginning 
of the second and the end of the fourth centuries, as a 
species of subterranean cemetery, they began tu be dis- 
used as such so early as 380 K. D., and burial within them 
entirely ceased with the sack of the city by Alaric in 410 
A.D. 

Afterwards they came to constitute a place of pilgrim- 
age, bul by degrees people lost interest in them, and their 
very existence was at last utterly forgotten. 

Then on May 31, 1578, some laborers digging in the Cam- 
pagana discovered a sepulchral chamber. 
further excavations, and these in turn revealed to me 
amazed inhabitants of Rome “the existence,” to quote 


neath their own.” ; 

Of course, the Roman catacombs, although the finest 
and most extensive, are not the only ones of their kind 
in the world. Near Naples, for instance, some very elab- 
orate ones are to be seen, with a subterranean church at- 
tached. 

There are also others at Syracuse, which are unique, in 
that they are supposed to have been of pagan origin; 
at Malia, beneath the foundations of the ancient capital of 
the island; at Taormina, in Sicily; at Alexandria, and elsc- 
where. 
Ihe so-called “Catacombs of Paris,” it may be men- 
‘tioned, are also regarded by the best authorines as being 
merely disused quarries. 
Chiusi, the ancient Clusium, are some remarkable. under- 


apply. 

They consist, for the most part, of low, winding labyrin- 
thine passages, leading in and Out of one another, and 
round and round, in the most perplexing manner, but 
constantly conducting the explorer back to a large circular 


cylindrical pillar hewn from the living rock. 

No plausible explanation has ever been offered regard- 
ing the original purpose of this mysterious subterranean 
maze, although some archacologists believe it to have becn 
intended as a place of execution for criminals, the con- 
demned person being simply turned loose therein, and 
left to wander about in the cold and darkness until death 
overtook him.

During three days in October, the dead town bubbles 
imo life. The countryside grows boys and gins on all the 
silent hills; tourist and resident, pleb and patrician, flock 
to the county fair, and the quiet square resounds with life, 
and fun, and every odd invention. A the humble citi- 
zens leave Firenze, to enjoy a day on the dis ant hills. The 
puffing steam tram outside the old gale runs away with 
its sign “Completo” reading despair to the belated. it 
spits. and snarls to the disgusted crowd, who trudge along 
the highway, or turn to bargain for a waiting vehicle. 
Every old rattle-trap is in service, and every extra omnibus, 
diligence or special cab, which the companies can prop 
up for the day, is in demand. At a wee village four miles 
from the pilgrim spot, the steam train turned us adrift, 
and mery war was opened with the many drivers. A 
palateless urchin beguiled us to his tiny basket on wheels, 
and tumbled us into a miniature seat behind a mad little 
burro with not a pound of flesh to spare. He puched 
into-our resistiess hands a pair of old clothestines, little 
stronger than shoesitings, and yanked the burro by the 
bit in a way which meant “go.” The burro understood, 
and he went! We were-too tightly wedged to fall over the 
low rim, and the urchin sped beside us, o the wild canter 
of the beast, and an over-professional flourish of his whip. 

Ihe historic ride froth Ghent to Aix was a tame trip com- 
pared with the mad dash of our beastie. Hills were 
nothing to his bony members. He took them with one 
leap. Mounds, hillocks, boulders were his pet delight. He 
traveled up every rock and rattled down its far side with 
an energy that meant liver cute. He mistook every sign 
of the road, to halt or turn, bul pounded breathlessly on, 
while we swung in the balance wiih tumbling hair and 
chattering teeth. We gave a last glance at the distant, 
snowy mountains, for surely the next decline would prove 
our death pit.

With no repertoire of native horse talk, we called plead- 
ingly to “Boneyard, Iombs one, Father Abraham,” to check 
his uiid career.

When, with sharp 
jerk, he called a halt on the brow of the hill, the unpal- 
atable boy cried Fino, finito bene,” and we echoed, 
“Yes, finished indeed, to the very last edge and polish.” 
The motley throng were there before us, in every fantas- 
lic garb, flower handkerchiefs and rainbow aprons. 

No corner of the square was without its quota of wares.

Why Patchogue for a Mill? 


i Upon discovering this mill in a secluded, unexpected 
pot, the first question that presented itself to my inquiring 
ind was, why the village of Patchogue should be chosen 
as the site for such an industry. Patchogue is not a man- 
utacturing town. Excluding the lumber mill and the lace 
mill, there is not a_ factory within its precincts. Kt is a 
‘watering place, two hours from New York, and is most 
Heautifully situated on Great South Bay. Hundreds of 
pow spend their summers in its picturesque hotels and 
rding-houses and summer homes. These attractions 
“would have no weight, however, with the Engliswman who 
Tame from Nottingham, ten years ago, for the purpose of 
selecting a factory site. He looked still farther into the in- 
rntrinsic merits of the locality, and discovered that the little 
Make, close to the town, contains water whose properties 
mave wonderful facility for bleaching. This quality, he 
Anew, would be invaluable in the manufacture of lace cur- 
Rains. Pure water is not to be found everywhere; and so, 
“taking advantage of nature’s provision, the factory was es- 
Aablished, an old, deserted cotton mill forming the nucleus 


Jor the buildings; and many families moved from Notting- 


Ham, England, to introduce the lace-curtain indsutry into 
w atchogue. 
t To be sure, there are six other lace curtain factories in 
me United States. These are all in Pennsylvania, but the 
mne at Patchogue tanks next to the largest, which 1s situated 
in Philadelphia and contains eighty looms. 
{The Mill Girls. 
Soon after the establishment of the mill at Patchogue, 
Shere was naturally a demand for girls, much of the work. 
‘es 1 shall show, being suitable for women's fingers to do. 
“ireally to the dissatisfaction of the residents of the vil- 
Lace and vicinity, this drew from the housemaid supply. 
Many a girl left her dish pan and cook stove for the more 
ulelicate work of sending, cutting, or binding curtains. At 
Vast, girls of the middie classes became interested in the 
ace industry, and today you will find among the two hun- 
wired girls employed, many good-looking, well-dressed 
woung women, caring pin money or supporting them- 
Selves entirely by means of this work. Their wages range 
Wrom $350 to per week, the larger amounts being 
warned when work is done by the piece. And only the 
1 daintier work is paid for according to the latter 
. 
Now, if you want to follow the interesting process of 
«urtain-making from its very beginning, you must visit, first, 
the room in which the skeins of dirty, yellow, thread are 
—e from the cotton mills. Here, there are spindles 
‘ 


machinery upon which skeins are placed and reeled 
upon spools. Baskets stand close by as receptacles for the 
ull spools. The work being simple and easy, the wages 
are low in this department, and among the girls and 
women employed are some forlorn, sickly-looking chil- 
uren and scrawny old women. | remember one poor little 
‘waif whose pathetic expression of face led me to smile 
2. her in sympathy, as I passed the spindle a! which she 
stood. 


‘The Loom Room. 

' The spools thus teeled are carried by the basketful To 
the room that contains the looms. In this department 
dere are men exclusively, who attend the machinery, keep 
an eye to the weaving, and feed the looms. It would re- 
quire the knowledge of an expert machinist to describe 
Ahese intricate machines that are such a mass of wires and 
turning rods and clicking Sounds. Above, a cardboard pat- 
tern turns and flaps,"and just beneath, the curtains slowly 
‘appear and roll themstives upon a rod. The room con- 
tains twenty looms, three of which carry two palterns each, 
thus making it possible to weave twenty-three different 
patterns at one time, all looms being in operation. The 
tustom is, however, to run twenty patterns a day. And of 
designs, there are 4000 from which to make selections. 


Mending Imperfections. 


When the undetached curtains are taken from the 
fooms, they are carried upstairs in big basket arrangements, 
| placed upon long tables for inspection. Thése dirty, 
‘draggied-looking things resembling so slightly the “spick 
and span” white curtains tied in pink ribbons and sold 
the stores, are carefully examined for rents or stitches 
@ropped by the loom. They are assorted according to 
the character of imperfections, and the piles thus formed 
of working girls | have over seen, Here you get

most emphatically the pleasant spirit of the place. A girl 
sits at a sewing machine (like the ordinary one, except that 
it is run by machinery and has no presser-foot,) and moves 
the curtain backward and forward under the needle to 
mend a slit. The stitches being long and loose, imitate the 
weave, and what was formerly a long rent, becomes, when 
manipulated in this way, hardly perceptibic. 

Close to her, and engaged in the liveliest chatter, sit 
two other girls upon low. chairs, the legs of which have 
been cut off. They have the unbleached curtains drawn 
tightly across their knees and are at work darning the torn 
places that could not be made whole by the sewing ma- 
chine. Their fingers are very rapid, their eyes are quick, 
and their cheerfulness is unbounded. 

Across the room sat another similar group, singing “The 
Star Spangled Banner.” One of me girls bore on her 
breast a placard with “Roosevelt” inscribed upon it. When 
| inquired the reason of this, | was told that R was the out- 
come of a political discussion, and that f simply an- 
nounced the party of the wearer. 

The Bleaching and Cutting. 


When careful inspection proves that all torn places are 
mended, all lost stitches replaced, then the curtains are 
ready for bleaching and drying and ironing by means of 
intense heat and stretching on rollers. They are now 
taken to another part of the building, still in great lengths, 
but white as the driven snow, clean, pure, well-starched, 
and ironed. 

Here, again, the curtains pass through the nimble fingers 
of girls. But there seemed to be little talking in this room. 
Each one was intently and rushingly at work. | judged, 
from these indications, that this was the first room that 
had visited thus far in which work was being done by the 
piece. There were long tables having a metallic strip 
along one side of them. The curtains were spread across 
the table, and with three dashes of sharp shears over the 
metallic strip and through the lace the curtains were sev- 
ered from one another. A girl tood opposite the cutter, 
and as the curtain was cut, took it and folded it, placing 
all the curtains in piles by her side. 

Finishing the Curtains. 


Across two of the window sides of this large room were 
sewing machines at which, it seemed to me, were the pret- 
nest and most refined girls of the factory. Their work, 
too, seemed most interesting, and there was a light, clean, 
sunshiny, wholesome atmosphere about the place. Piles 
of snowy curtains were brought to them and placed on the 
floor within arm's reach. | lingered in this department for 
here, too, each curtain at last began to assume an indi- 
viduality. | 

The special machines at which these pretty girls sat have 
the twofold ability of cutting and binding. The operator 
turns the curtain according to the little. scallop woven 
near: its edges, and lo! that little scallop is neatly 
cut out and bound with braid at the same time. 
it is a wonderfully ingenious invention, and so ex- 
the owners that such 
machines cannot be bought, bul may only be 
remed at the rate of $25 cach per month. As there are 
about twenty machines in operation at the Patchogue mill, 
the expenditure for this small part of the curtain-mak- 
ing industry, will be seen to be an important item. 

After being thus cut and bound, the curtain is practically 
made, but passes through several processes yet before it 
is judged entirely finished and ready for shipment. Again 
it is folded, this time with great care, and a neat piece of 
blue tissue paper is inserted under the top fold. it 
then, with great care and a neat piece of blue 
titsue paper, is inserted under the top fold. it then 
passes on to the pressers, where both girls and boys are 
engaged in attending to the pressing machines. 
Ready for the Merchant. 


On the day that | visited the mill, a small girl of about 
12 sat at the presser, singing amid the clatter of the ma- 
chinery. She put a pair of folded blue-papered curtains 
into the machine, a lange eiu descended upon them, 
and the curtains were. removed, pressed flat and smooth. 

These stacks of fresh, pressed curtains are now carried 
to another room, where they are tagged and wrapped in 
brown paper. They are ready to be taken to the store- 
room and packed in boxes, being entirely prepared for 
shipment.“ 

There is yet another corner into which you may want 
to peep, before leaving the factory—especially if you have 
anything of the artist about you. When you look at all the 
different figures that weave themselves into lacy curtains, 
you will wonder how the designs are made and chosen, 
and where the 4000 designs at the disposal of the factory 
have come from. 

The Pattern Room. 


— 


One end of the tagging and packing- room is parlitioned 
off, and H you will step into this litle apartment, a man 
with marked English accent will show you designs by the 
dozens and talk designs by the yard. He expiains that 
while many of the designs are imported from Notlingham, 
a large number are made at Patchogue, by himself and 
assistants. The first drafting is done in while upon black 
paper. This gives a very lacy, attractive effect, bringing 
out the unit of design and giving a general impression of 
the pattern as it will appear worked out in threads. From 
this original picture is made another drafting in colored 
paints, fitted into tiny squares which represent the warp 
and woof of the curtain. 

These checkered little pictures are then reproduced by 
piecemeal, so to speak, upon strips of cardboard by 
means of holes instead of colors. The strips, which are 
about a yard long and five inches wide, are attached. to 
one another, making a sheet the size of the curtain. These 
are the patterns that “turn the flap” in the loom room. | 

And now, having followed the curtain from the spools 
of thread to the packing box, | am done. But, if you are 
ever on Long bland and are up with the lark, and you 
see girls speeding on wheels from the beauliful villages of 
Sayville and Bayport and the vicinity of Patchogue, know 
that they are heading for the lace mill, where it will pay 
you to spend a few hours learning the mystery of a lace 
curtain, “ULLIAN E. PURDY.

The Knights of Japan. 


CurRIOUS BELIEFS AND CUSTOMS 
OF THE WARRIOR CLASS. 


From the London Express. 


N English naval officer, fresh from the Far East, was 
once talking about the ‘officers of the Japanese 
navy. 

Excellent little chaps,” he said; “keen as mustard. 
They were always at it, always anxious to learn. The only 
thing about them was that when they thought you weren't 
looking they would pick uly things you had not shown them 
and try to find out the secret.” 

If those Japanese officers had known it, they would have 
gone to the ends of the earth to remove so dubious an 
impression, for in the traditions of the Japanese fighting 
class honor is more than life. “Bushido,” their code of 
honor, was the religion of the Samurai. Lilerally trans- 
lated, the word “samurai” means military-knight-ways, the 
path the fighting man must tread in his daily life as well as 
in his vocation. 

All this came nominally to an end with the downfall of 
the feudal system in 1870. The samurai—the knightly class 
between the nobles and the plebeians—ceased to exist as 
an exclusive caste after the edict prohibiting the wearing 
of swords. They began to inmtermarry with the plebcians, 
and to engage in trade. . Bushido was no longer the only 
rule of life, providing for all its shifting changes. Chivalry 
—which is class privilege at its best—could not live in a 
democratic atmosphere. 

Every Japanese, be he noble or plebeian, must now 
serve his term in me army. Nor are the officers an exclu- 
sive caste, for promotion is open to every man who will 
take the trouble to earn it. But it happens in the Japa- 
nese army as it happens in the English and the German— 
while every private soldier is free to become an officer, 
the great bulk of the officers do, as a matter of fact, come 
from a restricted section. in England i is the upper and 
upper middle class; in Japan it is the samurai—samura i 
still, whatever the edicts and the constitutions may say. 
“Ghosts of Our Fathers.” | 


And, in the very fiber of their being, the traditions of 
Bushido remain. Those who are not less than thirty-five 
years old were taught it at their mothers’ knees, and many 
of the younger men, coming of the same warrior stock, are 
imbued with the principles of the code. : 

Will these principles count for anything in battle, should 
the trouble with Russia end in war? Nalive enthusiasts 
think they will. Dr. Nitobe, who has written a wonderful 
little exposition of Japanese thought (“Bushido, the Soul 
of Japan,“) protests against the assertion that Japan beat 
the Chinese by means of Murata guns and Krupp cannon. 
“No! What won the battles on the Yalu, in Korea, and 
Manchuria was the ghosts of our fathers, guiding our hands 
and beating our hearts. They were not dead, those ghosts, 
ths spirits of our warlike ancestors. Scratch a Japanese 
of the most advanced ideas, and he will show a samurai.” 

The samurai began his training at very tender age. 
Young children were sent among utter strangers with mes- 
sages to deliver; they were made to rise before the sun, 
and to walk to their teachers with bare feet in the cold 
of winter; small boys were taken to see executions, and 
sent back alone to the place by night, to leave a mark on 
the decapitated head. Sometimes they were made to go 
‘without food, and taught that a samurai should not be 
ashamed to be hungry. Self-control, courage, fortitude, 
loyalty were the cardinal virtues. 

Every samurai counted it a plain duty to sacrifice him- 
‘self for his lord. Michizane, one of the greatest charac- 
ters of Japanese history, was exiled from the capital, and 
his enemies ordered the killing of his son, known to be 
secreted in a village school kept by Genzo, one of his vas- 
sals. Genzo’s instant idea is to provide a substitute for 
the desired head. A new scholar is announced. and be- 
hold! he is of the same age and appearance as Michi- 
zane's son. He is beheaded, the deception is rot discov- 
ered, and as the poor lad's father returns home he says 
to his wife: *“Rejoice, my wife; our darling son has proved

terror. 


Ceremonial Suicide. 


Under certain conditions suicide was the plainest duty, 
and elaborate ceremonials were laid down for the manner 
in which it should be done. But the glorification of the 
deed offered alluring temptations. “For causes entirely 
incompatible with reason, or for reasons entirely undeserv- 
ing of death, hot-headed youths rushed into it as insects 
fly into fire; mixed and dubious motives drove more sam- 
urai to this deed than nuns into conven! gates. No circle 
in the Inferno will boast of greater density of Japanese 
population than the seventh, to which Dante consigns all 
victims of self-destruction.” 

The women also were taught that death is a better thing 
than shame. “When a Japanese Virginia saw her chastity 
menaced, she did not wait for her father’s dagger. Her 
own “eapon lay always in her bosom. It was a disgrace to 
her not to know the proper way in which she had to per- 
petrate self-destruction. She must know the exact spot to 
cut in her throat; she must know how to tie her lower 
limbs together with a belt so that, whatever the agonies of 


death might be, her corpse be found in utmost modesty, | 


and with the limbs properly composed.” 


Although Bushido, with its fortitude and its punctilio, its 


odd mixture of the Spartan and the Quixotic, is no longer 
a recognized system, its spirit remains; and that may be 
the reason why the unofficial Japs are so eager for war, 
and so confident as to its result.

WARS AND CENTURIES. 


BELIEF THAT NATIONS FIGHT AT BEGINNING OF 
EACH 100 YEARS. 


[New York Tribune:] The superstitious notion is extant — 


that there must soon be a great war because the opening 
years of every century have always been thus marked. Of 
course, if the latter were true it would form no sufficient 
reason for a war at this time. A century is not a natural 
division of time, as is a day, a season of a year, but is on- 
tirely artificial, and there is no more reason why war 
should occur at the beginning than at the middle or the 
end of it. However, as a matter of fact, the statement is 
not true, as every one at all acquainted with history should 
know, 

The nineteenth century began with the establishment of 
more general peace than the world had known for many 
years, and if a couple of years later war broke out it 
was only the renewal of the wars that had marked the 
closing years of the preceding century. The eighteenth 
century began with wars, bu! they were merely the contin- 
uction of conflicts begun in the seventeenth. The early 
years of the seventeenth were marked with more peace- 
making than war-making. The wars at the opening of the 
sixteenth century were prolongations of those in 
ihe fifteenth, and were, at most, petty affairs. Those al 
the operting of the fifteenth were left over from the four - 
teenth. There were no important wars in the first years 
of the fourteenth century, save those at Constantinople 


and between England and Scotland, both legacies from the | 


thirteenth. No great war occurred in the first decade ol 
the thirteenth century or of the twelfth. At the opening 
of the eleventh Mahmud of Ghazni invaded India. The 
terth was marked with no new war, nor was the ninth. - 

The eighth was ten years old when the Sdracens invaded 
Spain. The beginning of the seventh was peaceful. The 
first years of the sixth and fifth saw Rome involved in 
war, but war was then the habitual state of Rome. The 
fourth and third began in comparative peace. The sec- 
ond saw no new war, bul rather the ending of the old 
struggle in Dacia, and the fierce conflicts of the early years 
of the first century of our era were merely the continua- 
tion of those begun a dozen years before. in all these 
last nineteen centuries, indeed, not more than two are 
to be charged with having opened with new and impor- 
tant wars. Of the centuries before our era, the first be- 
gan in peace; the second with nothing but the second 
Macedonian war; the third with the third Samnite war; the 
fourth with no great struggle; the fifth with the burning of 


Sardis and the battle of Lake Regillus, continuations of 


wars begun long before; the sixth with Nebuchadnezzar’s 
conquest of Jerusalem, and in the earlier centuries, so far 
as chronology informs us, there were no initial wars of 
magnitude. a 
The current superstition, then, is in a noteworthy degree 
contrary to the facts. Instead of being invariably or even 
generally marked with the outbreakings of great wars, the 
beginnings of centuries have in the vast majority of cases 
been remarkably free from such catastrophes. If we 
were to form any rule from historical precedent, it would 
be; therefore, that this year and the next few years should 
be peaceful. But we shall make no such prophecy, nor 
ll we expect this exposition of the facts entirely to de- 
molish the foolishly false superstition which now so widely 
prevails. 


KOREAN-CINDERELLA.

SOME SURPRISING Facts ABOUT THE 
HUMAN ANIMAL. 

from London Answers. 

HE ordinary consumption of food per week by a 
z fairly well-fed Britisher is given, by the great statisti- 

cian Mr. Mulhall, as 9 pounds of bread, 3.6 pounds of 
meat, 9 pounds of potatoes, 2'4 pounds of sugar, and 10 
ounces of butter. Mf it were all burned up in the body 
this quantity of food would give off the enormous energy 
of 28210 foot tons. 

And, if we add the rice, oatmeal, eggs, ‘beer, fruit, green 
vegetables, and all the other things that enter into our 
mdern dict, the total energy eaten and drunk by the aver- 
age Britisher is equal to between 30,000 and 35,000 foot 
tons every week. 

As the energy used by a horse in working eight hours 
amounts to 5000 foot tons, it s evident that we eat a 
horse power every day. 

What a Foot-ton is. 

Strictly speaking, this is an unscientific use of the term 
horse power. A foot ton is the force required to lift a 
ton one foot ligh, whether the feat is performed in a min- 
ute, or a day, or a year. A horse power is the force that 
will Tif 33,000 pounds one foot high in one minute, or 
one ton in four seconds. Kt is a measure of the work an 
engine can do in a fixed time, and an actual average 
horse does only about three-fourths of it. 

But the fact remains that we eat as much force as would 
do the work of a horse every day, and yet very few men 


do more than one-twelfth of a horse’s Work. What, then, 


becomes of this immense quantity of 5000 foot tons of 
daily energy? Very careful experiments have been made, 
and they show surprising results. 

The food must first of all run the body machine. It 
must supply energy to masticate itself and digest itself. It 
must keep the liver, lungs, heart brain, and other organs 
going. No less than 260 foot tons of force are used daily 
in this physiological work. And out of this the heart alone 
uses more than one-fourth—namely, 77 foot tons, as a 
rule, and very much more when violent exercise is taken. 
But the heart uses its force with marvelous economy. 
When the Trieste-Vienna Railway was made, a prize was 
offered to the locomotive which: could hit itself to the 
greatest height in an hour. An engine called the “Bava- 
ria” gained the prize by a feat of 2700 feet. A man’s 
heart does work at would lift itself 22,000 feet in an 
hour. | 
Keeping the Body Warm. 


The second duty of our food is to keep the body warm— 
a very difficult task, as we are corstant!y losing great quan- 
tities of heat in our breath and perspiration. Everything 
we touch that is cooler than ourselves robs us of heat. 
And yet it is surprising to learn that most of the energy 
of our food is used to keep the body at a constant tem- 
_ perature of 98.8 degrees. No less man 2840 foot tons of 
force are needed for this purpose on a moderately warm 
day, and a great deal more in the cold winter. 

Thirdly, there is muscular work to be provided for, and 
this takes an astonishingly small portion of the food en- 
ergy—only about 300 foot tons for an average workingman. 
Uverything we do uses more or less—standing, walking, 
shaving, buttoning a coat, shaking hands, talking, laughing, 
and so on. Yet little more than one ounce of butter can 
39 with 4 the energy used in a day, including that 
experded on eight hours’ bricklayi ling, 

For the three foregoing purposes the body needs only 
3400 ‘foot tons of energy. It is evident that, when we eat 
5000 foot tons, over one-fourth of it is not used. This 1600 
foot tons is, in fact, wasted. Sometimes a little goes to 
the laying-down of fat or muscle. But generally what hap- 
pens is that the body makes no use of over one-fourth of 
its food. , 

Of this one-fourth, part is not food at all, since it is quite 
indigestible. Cabbage, for instance, is for the most part 
indigestible by the human stomach; so is the bran in 
wholemeal bread, and a large proportion of vegetable food 
generally. Meat is more 
meat has tough, fibrous constituents which baffle our di- 
gestive organs. 

Another part is digested, but not thoroughly oxtdized, like 
the half-burned coals that remain in a fire grate, or the 
half-burned gases that go up the chimney. This is a fault 
our body machine shares with all steam engines. And the 
fact supplies an interesting explanation of the small eater. 
Many a small eater will do more work, and remain in 
better condition, than a large eater, simply because his 
body machine is of superior construction. 

Thin Man vs. Fat Man. 


— — 


Of course, there can be no hard- and- fast rule as to the 
quantity of food people ought to eat. It depends partly 
on the digestion, partly on the power of the body to get 
energy out of the digested food, and, perhaps, more than 
anything else, on the’ Winness or fatness of a man, and 
the kind of clothing he wears. Take a thin man wearing 
light clothes, and a fat man of the same body surface 
wearing warm clothes. The former will lose ever so much 
more heat, and it is the production of heat that needs 
the great bulk of the food. Therefore, the thin man must 
eat much more than the fat man. | 

We know, however, what quantity of the various foods 
would supply us with the energy of 300 foot tons to do a 
days work. Chemical analysis shows that fats can give 
more force than any other kind of food, and fruits and 
green vegetables least. 


For a Fair Day’s Work. 


For instance, to do a fair day's work, a man would re- 
quire any of the following: 

11-14 ounces butter, 114 ounces cheese, 2 ounces oat- 
_ meal, 21-14 ounces rice, 21-3 ounces sugar, 354 ounces

bread, 42-3 ounces ham, 54 ounces egg—say 3 eggs, 5% 
ounces beef, 8 ounces potatoes, 10 ounces fish, 12 
ounces mik —56 pint, 15 ounces carrots, 19 ounces cab- 
bage. 

But, to get the full quantity of energy required by the 
body a day for keeping the machinery gomg, supplying 
heat, and doing muscular work, an adult man would need 
one of the following items: 

¥% pound butter, 7% pound cheese, 114 pounds oatmeal, 
156 pounds sugar, 2'4 pounds bread, 334 eggs, 4 pounds 
beef, 5'4 pounds potatoes, 7 pounds fish, 9 pounds milk— 
7 pints, 107% pounds carrots, 1314 pounds cabbage. 

Thus, in the United Kingdom, the Scotsman gets his en- 
ergy from the smallest bulk of food—22 ounces; the Eng- 
lishman can get it from 32 ounces bread and 3 ounces 
cheese; while the Irishman would have to eat 88 ounces 
of potatoes. 

At London prices, a day’s energy would cost’ the Scots- 
man 3d.; the Englishman, 44 d.; and the Irishman, 334d. 
* 0 food puzzles can be. explained by the foregoing 
acts. 


Brisbane and lis Climate. 
PINEAPPLES A PENNY APIECE AND 
MOSQUITOES INDUSTRIOUS. 
Fete m th: London Mail. 

RISBANE, Nov. 13.—The twenty-eicht-hour railway 
B journey from Sydney to Brisbane takes one into a 

new world. Sydney is a typical great English-speaking 
commercial city. Ms summer heat, great though it is, is 
but an incident to it. Brisbane, on the other hand, is a 
semi-tropical city, and its climate is its most outstanding 
feature. 

Even the poor man’s house has its broad veranda, for an 
effective balcony is almost a necessity of life. in the 
beautiful public gardens every kind of tropical foliage 
flourishes rankly. Bamboos and rubber plants and palms 
and bananas all fmd a home here. in the shops you can 
buy small pineappies for as little as a penny apiece, and 
the early crop of mangoes for eighteenpence a dozen. 
Mosquitoes become familiar acquaintances. The careless 
stranger tosses his mosquito curtains on one side on an 
especially hot evening. He wakes next morning with 
patches of his face strongly resembling slices of pomegran- 
Compulsory Repose. 

The Brisbane men apparently thrive on the heal, but 
with the women it is another story. Every Londoner whose 
business takes him down Holborn between 10 and 12 in the 
morning knows the unearthly pale faces of the many hos- 
pi al nurses, girls from Bart’s, Guy’s, the London or the Mid- 
diesex, who have been on duty in the wards all night, and 
naw come for their morning blow of fresh air on the om- 
nibus top before going to bed. The Brisbane women wear 
the same look, washed out, fragile, exhausted. And the 
babies—what a few of them there are!—seem to grow 


-weedy. One searches long here for the plump and laugh- 


ing little toddiekins who can be seen in every English sub- 
urban street. In the battle of tropical settlement it is the 
women and children who pay and suffer. 3 

Brisbane is a city of repose. “If you try to hurry here as 
people do in London, you will break down in a month,” 
the landlady of your hotel informs you. But you do not 
try. Almost before one has been an hour in its streets the 
spirit of Brisbane has laid hold of you. The sun is hot, 
the veranda is cool, and easy chairs are all about. Why 
stir? Half consciously, the Eastern saying comes to mind: 
“it is beiter to walk than to run, better to craw! than to 
walk, belter sit than——.” Bul here is the chair inviting’ 
you. Why trouble to finish the sentence? Then, if heaven 
has denied you a minimum of sense, the mind dwells on 
“pegs,” long drinks, well iced, which present the shortest, 
and surest cul to the cemetery known in the tropics. 


Reasons Why. 


it is not so much the high temperature in Brisbane as 
the great humidity of the atmosphere which makes it so 
oppressive. Brisbane folk have few delusions about tie 
permanent settlement of white laborers in tropical regions. 
They are {oo near actuality to be the sport of theorists. 

The present year is admittedly not a good one in which 
to see the capital of Queensland. Brisbane is scarce re- 
gaining its first breath, after the terrible disasters of the 
drought. For seven years this northern capital has been 
the sport of fate. -The lack of rain has made many rich 
men paupers; and the politicians, Federal and State, have 
accentuated disaster. European money circles have be- 
come alarmed, and there has been for some time a steady 
withdrawal of English capital. “My orders are,” said the 
head of one large financial institution, “that when any 
security falls in | am to obtain the capital and remit it to 
England, no matter how good the investment.” 


There were twenty-one million sheep in the State ten 
years ago; there are only seven millions today. In the pe- 
riod of his success the pastoralist is a great capitalist. He 
counts his investments often by the hundred thousand 
pounds, and his profits are gigantic. He is rarely contented 
with his own capital, but borrows to the outside limit from 
the banks. Then when the rains cease and the flocks die, 
the rich man finds inevitable ruin has hold of him.

Even if the worst fears of the most experienced are vere 
fied, and Northern Queensland is ruined by the working 
of recent legislation, all is not lost. The mineral regions 
of the interior and the farming districts of the south are 
enough in themselves to make a great people. The Dar- 
ling Downs embrace what is perhaps the largest stretch of 
good agricultural land that Australia can show. In all dk 
rections, in parts not cursed with Brisbane’s climate, are 
territories within the State awaiting cultivation. Men of 
the right stamp are the one great need here, men whe 
will go on the land, and who can be trained and started. 

A walk down Brisbane’s main street, at any hour of the 
day, shows how the Englishman adapts himself to his sur- 
roundings. The saddest sight is perhaps some of thé 
poorer women. They, by the time they are thirty, often 
acquire the same haggard, care-marked faces which dis- 
Unguish, say, the working women of East London or of 
Belgium. in Europe such marks come mostly through] 
too hard work and too little food.

Bird Study in the City. 
Los ANGELES AN IDEAL PLACE FOR 
THE UNDERTAKING.

OU don't need to carry weigh’y ‘ext-books or siudy 
orni’hotogical journals; you don't have to book wisely 
over your glasses, or be familiar wih long, unpro- 
nounceable Latin names; you are not required to cut and 
slice litle, quivering bodies in order io know birds. if you 
can read English and remember it fairly well, if you are 
able to see through opera or field glasses, and to jot down 
on a piece of blank paper with a common lead pencil 
what you observe, vou are qualified to become one of he 
elect. 

Don't you know that California is one of the most fa- 
vored countries of the gods, and that Los Angeles is espe- 
cially blest? Here is the lifelong abode of many birds, 
and the winter dwelling place of others. Birds are under 
your very feet at all times. You have only to turn your 
head a lillie, as you walk to work os to school, in order 
to study them. Why, you don't have to go out of sight of 
the Courfrouse clock to find out more about birds in half 
an hour, from the creatures themselves, than you could 
learn from a month's delving and worming in the science 
department of the Public Library. 

Just ask yourself how many birds you know, whose hab- 
its you can describe, whose songs you can imitate, and 
you will be surprised to find how short the list. Of course, 
you can recognize the meadow. lark and the mocking bird; 
but can you distinguish between the cowbird, the black- 
bird and the purple grackle? And how many sparrows 
can you identify?—biess their little, happy hearts! tt has 
not been many moons since a teacher in a High School 
not a hundred miles from here complained that he was 
puzzied to place a little bird that later proved to be the 
white-crowned sparrow. Do you ever feel the same diffi- 
culty? Don't you think it is high time to remedy the mal- 
ter, especially when you can have fun doing it? Well, 
let's go about it. 

As | have said, the opportunities for observing birds 
fairly thrust themselves upon you in this city. Go down 
into your front yard, and you will find it so. in late fall 
and during a dry winter, the wild bi are driven from 
the hills and fields, where moisture all disappeared, to 
the city parks and gardens. They come in search of in- 
sect food and water, for they weary of a strictly vegetarian 
diet. H you want these birds to stay about your door, just 
put out a shallow pan of water for them to bathe in—and 
watch the cat. 

Of course, the knowledge you gain from these observa- 
tions will be general, but it will be specific enough for all 
purposes. Only, when you give your bird its English 
name, be sure you have the true one, and not some col- 
loquialism. |! would warn you against the innumerable 
littic names that arise for each thing of nature in every 
locality, and are not understood beyond their own neigh- 
borhood. An English name for each bird is to be found 
In good text-boks, along. with the scientific one. There 
are good books in the Public Library which will help you 
to decide these troublesome questions. “Birdcraft,” by 
Nabel Osgood Wright, is to be depended on, and gives 
a key to classification that is simple, original and easily 
followed. ' 

Here let me mention that authoritative text-book on 
California birds and other natural subjects are too scarce. 
What few exist are generally by old maids, and are filled 
with sentimental gossip that really leads to little. You wil! 
find fair grazing by picking here and there among all 
the books, and will finally find what you want among 
them. H your Eastern authority says that song sparrows 


do not range west of the Rocky Mountains, and you see 


and hear one in Eastlake Park, just forgive him his error, 
and go on as if nothing had happened. : 
This is how we work: Take a pencil and paper and a 
pair of opera or field glasses; go to the nearest yard 
or park—f it is in front of your house, so much the bet- 
ter—find a good seat, and wait. It will not be long be- 
fore you hear a flutter and a chirp. As soon as you lo- 
cate your bird take a careful look at him, without mov- 
ing or turning too much. Note his general form, prevail- 
ing color on back and breast, and any peculiar mark- 
Ings about him. Mark how he folds his wings, does he 
cross them? Are they longer than the tail? Sketch on 
your note paper the general shape of his head and 
beak. Note color of beak and legs. Guess at his length. 
Observe how he feeds—whether by creeping over 
branches and leaves, or by scratching among dry leaves 
on the ground, or by darting here and there through 
the air, after flies, or by poising in midair, then dart- 
ing to the ground after insects and grubs. Whe should 
sing a little, try to fit words or syllables to his music, 
so that they will afterward suggest his song to you. Mark 
every peculiarity you can: Does he walk or hop along 
the ground? Is there while in his wings and tail as he 
flies? is his tail of peculiar shape? Pointed? Notched? 


When you have scen everything that calls your atten- 
tion about your bird, and have noted it down and drawn 
paris—don't try to remember; aye, me, how useless!— 
then consult your text book and see if you can name 
him. If your observations have been truc, you will have 
little trouble. More watching of the same bird may be 
necessary before you can be positive. 

Al first all birds appear to be much alike, but when 
you identify one, you have a key to the puzzle. Then 
you will wonder how you could have missed secing, be- 
fore, how different birds are*from each other. Learn 
carly to Know the song sparrow, for he is our sweetest 
and most faithful singer in the winter. He comes to our 
doors and gathers crumbs, then pours out a modest fit- 
tle concert of thankfulness from the clothes line, while 


the black cat licks his chops hungrily and gazes longingly. 


al the bird. 

There are many sparrows here, and not all are like the 
English sparrow, as many people think. The song and 
the field sparrows are much alike in color and voice; 
but they may be identified in time, for the field Par- 
row sings more sweety than the other. The white- 
crowned and the white+hroated sparrows are much alike, 
and both are very different from their singing cousins. 
These latter “chip, chip.“ a great deal as they hop 
about, until some people call them chippy birds-—though 
neither one is the true chippy, while both resemble him. 

You will find flycatchers plentiful, too, and their chip- 
ping may deceive you into thinking them sparrows. Bul 
as soon as you become familiar with them, you will 
see thal their heads are very different from most other 
birds’, especially sparrows. Besides the little gray and 
brown Phoebe fly catcher, with whom are all famil- 
iar from secing her about -streams and pon nd hear- 
ing her “Pee-wee, pec-wil,” there is another member of 
the same family without any sooly crown, called the 
olive-sided flycatcher. It is marked like the Least fly- 
catcher, but has less ycliow. it is all about town, in 
every park and yard, during the winter. 

Then there are the ever-present linnet, the blackbird, 
the bee martin, the mocking bird, the humming bird, 
with its litte whetting ditty—though some misinformed 
people say it never sings—and too many others to men- 
tion; all hopping, walking. fluttering, humming under our 
very feet, and ai, about us right downtown. You win 
be surprised to find how many wild birds imperil their 
lives for the sake of a precarious living on city street-car 
tracks and crossings, every day in the year. You will be 
astonished to find how many new things appear when 
once you begin to observe—things that have been un- 
seen under your very eyes for months. 

Rirds are among the best friends of men. They keep 
down insect pests by devouring larvae and eggs, and 
weed-perils by cating seeds. Especially is the latter truc 
at this time of year, when insects are scarce. 

There is a sparrow singing, at this minute, in the lemon 
tree next door, not seeming to know that he is so near 
the County Jail thal the prisoners can hear him. 

“Out-of-town excursions will multiply your opportuni- 
ties for observation, of course. Above Garvanza is a 
little lake which you may reach by going past the ro- 
mantic Church of the Angels and walking through a 
short tunnel under the hills. There birds gather, to be 
near the water, dom all the dry hills for miles around, 


and there they show their usefulness. There is hardly 


a square yard of ground anywhere near the lake that is 
not being thrashed over thoroughly by one or more birds, 
al any time of any day. You will probably sce more 
birds there than anywhere eise in the vicinity of Los 
Angeles, though Hollywood and the hills about Sherman 
are well inhabited. 

But you may ask, “What is the use of all this?” Too 
many people ask that question. The use is that you 
become familiar with one of man's best friends, and 
receive vastly more good from it than you dream of. 
It will certainiy be some salisfaction if you may say, 
when hearing some unseen warbicr, “There is a gold- 
finch singing in the hedge,” while your friend only knows 
it is a bird. You feel more at home with nature when 
you can call the birds by name and know them. 

Besides this, you receive good from the simple fact 
that you are studying, and more good from the fact that 
you are studying nature. There is a warm optimism in 
all the world, that steals into you as soon as you be- 
come acquainted with natural forms. You can't help get- 


ting it; it is infectious, like health from out-door living. 


itis the spiritual health meant for all people who will 
accept it. 

Man was made to live simply, outdoors like the bird 
and flowers, not cooped up in flats and, streets, perse- 
cuted half the night by street-car gongs and all day by 
factory whisties and au'omobile horns. Man was meant 
to hear musical sounds, such as bird songs and wind mu- 
sic in tree boughs. If you can't leave Your business and 
go to tive in the country, where you belong, spend as 
much of your time as you can in the front yard. Ob- 
serve the first bird you see. When you know all the 
city visitors, you will probably find it necessary to study 
weeds and stones and bugs—and that will be all the bet- 
ter.

The Rose, Queen of Flowers. 


Indo does not love the rose? Our very earliest n- 
erature, both sacred and profane, makes mention 
of the rose. Rose, poetry, and the art galleries of 

the Old and the New World, all chronicle the queenly 
progress of the rose. Rising from the simplest origin, the 
rose has become one of the most complicate of hybrids. 
Our name Rose comes from the CeRic “rhod,” meaning 
red, and the northern countries of Siberia, Iceland, Green- 
land and Kamchatka have all produced valuable species, 
while China, Persia and India have furnished the finest. 
America and Europe have furnished a hundred native spe- 
cies, and from all this material have been evolved thou- 
sands of varieties. The hundred-leafed Rose of Pliny was 
introduced to England's gardens in 1596, and the most em- 
inent rosarians of the world’s history are found among the 
English. All lovers of ro: would do well to read the weit- 
ings of “Canon.Hole,” as S. Reynolds Hole is lovingly called 
by authorities on rose culture. There is a certaih charm 
about his stories of the Queen of Flowers so that while 
' they may lack something in literary value, certainly they 
give one a new attitude toward flower culture generally, 
and roses in particular. The Elihwangers, too, father and 
Fon, have written entertainingly and well about rose grow- 
ing. and H. B. Ellwanger’s book on roses is the sort of a 
‘ text-book that will never grow old, and will give a basis 
for study that no other book with which | am acquainted 
can give in rose culture.

Splendid hedges may be seen in Pasadena, San‘a Bar- 
bara, Los Angeles and San Diego, made entirely of roses. 
The White Single Cherokte is very useful in this way, espe- 
cially near the sea, where the blossoms reach greatest per- 
fection and where the foliage seems to be more dense 
and compact than in the interior.

So roses do grow, rampantly and luxuriantly 
under these sunny southern skies, but some one did a 
kt of experimenting in the years gone by to find just 
what sorts will grow best under the peculiar conditions 
found here. Remember that Nature gave but two, possi- 
bly three, roses to California when dispensing her stores 
about over the world, and neither of these looks a bit like 
or requires the same conditions as these French, English, 
Scotch and American variations that we are so eagerly 
secking for in our gardens today: 

Perhaps in your eastern home you have been very suc- 
cessful in rose culture, and you have always secured your 
stock from Messrs. So-and-So of some place in Pennsylva- 
nia, where they use only so-cailed hardy stock, and so you 
duplicate your last year’s order, and your roses come in 
time by express. They run the gauntlet of weather below 
zero all along the line, and reach you a month or S later 
than they should, and our brilliant sun does the rest. You 
say a few unkind words about “hardy stock” (the eastern 
nurseryman is not to blame, however,) a few more about 
your own “bad luck” in gardening, and then—the worst of 
it all is—you grow discouraged, you have lost valuable 
time, and you must begin all over again. 


Now | should ativise, first, western or northern grown 
stock. There are plenty of good honest growers of nursery 
stock on the Pacific Coast, and they have made the ex- 
periments and will save you time and loss of money. 
Experiment if you like, try to grow from cuttings, which 
your neighbors donate if you will. Half the fun of garden- 
ing is in this sort of experimenting, but if it is roses you 
want, and those right quickly, then buy good-sized plants, 
well rooted, of a reliable firm of rose growers, and put 
your ground in proper condition to receive them. 

The Soil for Roses.

The most profuse bloom will be found in localities where

Dangerous Infection.

HE discovery of a nest of purple scale within the 
T City limits of Los Angeles, where it was supposed to 

have been extirpated two years ago, admonishes us 
that this damaging pest is still struggling for a foothold. 
When an infection causes a loss of tens of thousand annu- 
aliy, its control becomes a matter of great economical im- 
portance. Fortunately the area of infection has been 
confined to three or four localities, only one of which is 
of considerable value in the production of citrus fruits. 
With less than a score of home places wth purple scale 
on their trees, the owners should be compelied to cut out 


and burn the affected trees. That process is now under 
way in the city.

Life of Orange Trees. 


SUBSCRIBER at Pasadena writes a letter of inquiry 

concerning the span of life of a navel orange tree. No 
one knows “the length of time which a navel orange 
tree will live and bear with proper care,” as nothing but 
time can demonshate it. There is no evidence that the 
oldest trees of this variety are approaching final decay. 
The most aged navel trees are at Riverside, and | read 
an article from one of the orchardists there -claiming that 
where food is plen'iſul and conditions right, the trees 
showed no sign of weakness. The functions of a healthy 
tree do not give way easily, and, inasmuch as the life of a 
seedling orange plant has been prolonged indefinitély we 
may expect the seedling root to sustain the navel top in 
like manner. 


Weight of Oranges. 


HE specific gravity of a well-matured orange is a little 

below that of water. A cubic foot of solid orange 
would weigh 62½ pounds if the fruit were of standard 
quality, or the specific gravity of 1. Practically the orange 
reaches the proper weight if a “large” will support three- 
fourths of an ounce where floating in water; a “medium” 
one-half an ounce and a “small” one-fourth an ounce, 
The Valencia Late orange sometimes weighs 78 or 80 
pounds to the box, being perhaps 
grown. The scale of sizes is 36 inches for 12’s, two and 
three-quarter inches for 176’s and two and three-cighths 
for 226's. The trade allows some variation from these fig- 
ures, however, as it is impracticable to pack to absolutely 
specific sizes. h 


Orange Brushes Injurious. 

DISCOVERED a prominent packing firm renewing the 

brushes upon its orange brusher out in the country last 
week. After careful examination the packers came to the 
conclusion that stiff brushes were the cause of the decay 
that followed their fruit to market. The discovery was 
made in a conclusive way. Oranges packed by this house 
had-rotted very badly. Fruit from the same orchards, but 
packed by another house belonging to the firm had car- 
ried without a particle of decay. Investigation proved 


mal oae house used stiff, penetrating brushes, while the 


other used soft, flexible brushes. Is it possible that we al 
last have found the cause of the inordinate decay of our 
oranges? At any rate, this firm will take no chances with 
stiff brushes in the future. This matter is of great impor- 
tance, and the conclusions of the packers should cause 
an investigation of every brusher and its work in Califor- 
nia. | 


Short Weight Reported. 8 


AM asked by a victim to expose the practice of cheat- 
Bie in the weights of fertilizers in carload lots. In one 
case the shipping bill given by the Santa Fé Company 
shows that the fertilizer weighed 25,700 pounds, but the 
dealer had collected for 30,000 pounds. The proof of this 
swindle is before me, and only the fact that the shipper 
has promised to square the matter, after weeks of delay, 
prevents the purchaser from bringing legal complaint 
against the blamabile party. The Times has frequently 
warned its agricultural readers against frauds, and the sug- 
gestion is pertinent that purchasers of barnyard fertilizers 
compare their bills with the weights upon record at the 
railroad freight offices. A discrepancy of 4300 pounds is 
too much in view of the fact that the sellers’ bill should 
conform exactly to the railroad or disinterested party's 
weights.

N official of a Washington horticultural society has been 

in California a week or so studying the methods here 
in use for the control of the codling moth. As the time 
will soon be here for the application of these remedies 
all the information that can be given on this subject will 
tend to the financial benefit of the apple growers. It may 
be stated that the use of Paris green is rapidly declining. 
This insecticide, an arsenite of copper, is an effective 
remedy, but it becomes soluble even when the so-called 
insoluble form is used, and poisons the foliage of the 
trees especially when subjected to fog or other dampness 
after application. Consequently it cannot be used as 
strong in proportions as the slower and less soluble com- 
pounds. A representative of the Massachusetts forestry in- 
terests stated to me last week that arsenate of lead is 
coming into universal use in the East for destroying cat- 
erpillars. When the results of the wholesale experiments 
in the extermination of codling moth made at Watsonville

Arsenaté of lead is one of the arsenical compounds that 
promises to resist the solvent properties of the air after 
application. Hs availability was discovered about ten 
years ago, its use becoming so great within the last two or 
three years that more than one factory is making it ex- 
clusively for the orchardists’ trade. it cannot be produced 
as cheaply as Paris green, but it must be far more effective 
and cheaper in the ond. Arsenate of lead may be pro- 
duced by any one by dissolving say 11 ounces acetate of 
lead in one vessel and 4 ounces of arsenate of soda in 
another. When these solutions are mixed there is formed 
a white powder which is sufficient to form 150 gallons of 
spray when mixed with that amount of water. It is 
claimed arsenate of lead will soon supersede all other ar- 
senical insecticides largely on account of its insolubility 
and the following fact that it may be applied in such quan- 
tilies that insects cannot bite foliage or fruit without poi- 
soning. M will be difficult to procure this remedy, upon 
the Coast for some time, it is tated, and orchardists may 
be compelled to use the well-known Paris green—the most 
effective ever used in this portion of the State.

California Orange Market. 


HE FRUITMAN’S GUIDE presents a brief statement in 

last week’s issue showing among other points thai the 
present orange crop is decidedly fine in quality. It says: 

“The extreme cold weather early in the week, which cut 
oul almost entirely any outside demand, had its effect on 
the market until Thursday's sale, when the weather moder- 
ated considerably, and there was a noliceable improve- 
ment in prices. Friday's sale showed further improve- 
ment, and a much stronger demand. Dealers now report 
an active inquiry for California navels. K can be posi- 
tively stated that Southern California has never put a finer 
grade of orange on this market at this season of the year 
than is now being offered. This, of course, does not apply 
to all cars, for there has been some very inferior stock 
offered, but last season there were very ſe cars of good 
fruit offered until late in February. Lange sizes, 80s, 968, 
112s and 126s, are in strong request, and attractive lots in 
these sizes bring top figures. 150s are also fairly strong, 
while 176’s down are showing weakness.”

of this country. | wish to say a few things about the 
planting of forest trees, hoping to give the readers of The 
Times a better understanding of the difficulties encoun- 
tered in the attempt to reciothe the southern slupes of our 
watershed. Many of the little trees from seed-planting last 
winter are dead. So are a teW cattle and sheep dying— 
all for the lack of rain. The forestry experts who have in- 
vestigated this work, including Gifford Pinchot, W. I. Hall, 
Filbert Roath, believe trees can be made to grow upon 
‘these southern slopes, and have so advised the gentleman 
in charge of the planting. Mr. Pinchot and others have a 
good fund of experience in general forestry work, they 
had access to the weather reports of Southern California, 
knew the average rainfall and were on the ground to re- 
port from observation of .the conditions. Perhaps they 
could not Know two years ago that we were to have no 
rain for a period of three-quarters of a year, but should 
the experiment not be made for fear of a raintess season? 
Ihe croaker does not know, probably, that seed. plant- 
ing has not been the only phase of the effort at reforest- 
ing. The plan now being pursued is to grow the trees to 
two years old, transplanting often to secure a large volume 
of fibrous roots, then to be planted on the mountains 
during a wet time, and well mulched. This will surely 
succeed, but not without rain. While we had heavy rains 
last winter that did not make up for a decade of dry win- 
ters, and the moisture was soon absorbed by the thirsty 
surface. It was not a favorable season for seed planting. 
But our mountains cannot be recovered with timber with- 
out great effort, and we are fortunate in having a man so 
well informed and so practically equipped as is Mr. Lu- 
kens to conduct these experiments in the face of such 
great difficulties. He will not become discouraged if the 
croakers do. Neither will our Uncle Sam, who furnishes 
the means of continuing the work. Trees have grown 
over the south side of the mountains, and are growing 
now, where fire has not destroyed them.

Corona Pressed Bricks. 


HE RIVERSIDE PRESS gives the following particulars, 


Arizona Wool. 


HE wool industry in Arizona is quite important. The 

Arizona Gazette says: 

The first lot of this year’s wool clip was brought to the 
city yesterday and stored in Goldman's warehouse, ready 
for shipment when shipping commences. 

It is. estimated mat the wool clip in this portion of the 
Territory, which will be shipped from Phoenix, will amount 
to not less than 1,500,000 pounds. This means about 
seventy-five carloads. Wool buyers will arrive in the 
city shortly, and will commence to bid on the crop. The 
shearing is going on rapidly. At present at Houck’s there 
are about two hundred professional shearers at work, 
and they clip on the average about 150 sheep each. 
They .make very good wages, for the price paid this year 
is six cents per head. 

As yet no sheep have been brought right into the val- 
ley. This is on account of the drouth. Although there 
fave been some showers, they have not been sufficient 
16 wet up the deserts and start the feed to growing. If 
ram comes in time, it is expected that between 100,000 
and 125,000 head of sheep will be shipped from Phoenix 
to the various live stock markets. The movement of 
sheep out of the valley does not commence until March, 
and the shipments will commence about that time. 

Blooming Bloomington. 


OLLOWING is from a Rialto correspondent of the San 
Bernardino Times-index: 

Seven years ago a number of Eastern capitalists call- 
ing themselves the Bloomington Land Company, J. W. 
Curtis of lowa, president, bought 835 acres of land two 
miles southeast of Rialto. Two hundred acres were planted 
in peaches, 200 in olives, and 120 acres in oranges. Next 
spring, from their nursery stock of 25,000 trees, there will 
be planted another hundred acres in oranges. 

Since last spring, when J. R. McKinley of Rialto became 
its manager, forty carloads of barnyard and two of com. 
mercial fertilizers have been used. Two carloads of fruit 
has been shipped this season, known in the markets as 
the G. W. Curtis brand. 

The olive mill, owned by this company, and under 
the management of an expert, is now running at its full 
capacity, one and a half tons being crushed each day. 
Three hundred gallons of oil are made each week, and 
the run will be continuous for about forty-five days. Ol-

Alkali in the Arid Region. 2 


OME alarming reports have been sent out of late in 
regard to alkali in the soil of the arid region of the 
Southwest, and consequently of the difficulty of making 
such land available for agriculture. It is probable that 
some of these arlicles are inspired by enemies of the 
national irrigation movement. Even where alkali is pres- 


‘well-Known scientist,” too modest, however, to allow the 
use of his name, states in an interview at Washington that 
‘genuine arid countries are always ruined sooner or later 
by irrigation. Permanently successful irrigation is possible 
only in what.we call humid or semi-humid regions, where 
the drainage is natural from clouds to sea. When 
the water from irrigation soaks down a few feet into the 
surface soil and men slowly by capillary action arises 
ta the surface and is evaporated, it lifts with it the salts, 
and there follows an increase of salts or alkali near the 
surface. . The roots of most crops hug the upper 
few inches of the soil, where the alkali accumulates and 
in time kills them. 


Science will have a great problem before it,’ he con- 
tinues, ‘when the arid regions have by short-sighted 
booming been filled up with a population which will 
finally discover that what at first seems to be a most 
successful process of farming is a delusion. . . . Thous- 
ands of fine farms have been abandoned because of 
alkali ‘rising’ in the soil. Thousands more will be aban- 
doned in the same way, and unlike the abandoned farms 
of New England, they will never be sought again by any- 
one desiring to get back to Mother Earth. Babylon fell 
by the alkalization of Mesopotamia. The valley of 
the Nile has escaped because there takes place there 
every year a thorough flooding, which washes down 


through the lowest depths of the soil and cleans it of all | 


salts that are obnoxious. There are few places in our 
Western country where this can be secured. ... 
Unless some remedy. is discovered for removing alkali 
the result is disastrous in the end, and it inevitably comes 
soon or late.’ 


“A more misleadifig interview was probably never print- 
ed. And it contains enough basis in fact to make it ap- 
pear highly plausible. : 


“Alkali there is through the West, in many places in 
such large proportions as to cause alarm and fear for 
the fulure of irrigation, until it was discovered that the 
trouble yielded easily to simple treatment. Science has 
already solved the problem, and the growing population 
of the arid region will have no such discovery to make 
as the anonymous Washington scientist predicts.

Improved Figs. 
HE SANTA ANA DISPATCH says: ~ & 

The year 1900 marked a new era in the fig industry 

in California. Then the first Smyrna figs were produced. 


That year the product amounted to six tons of dried clover and grass upon this once barren desert. The re-

“If we all lived on the natural tood we would not need 
to become cranky on fresh air, bathing, underclothing, 
exercise, etc. Filth within the body makes the air of 
one’s room bad, and makes the skin unhealthy.” 

Well, are not people who use raw food ‘extremists’ 
Certainly, this is about the ultimate extreme of dietary 
simplicity and reform. Because they are referred to as 
extremists, it does not follow that the editor thinks they 
are wrong. On the contrary, as the correspondent. re- 
marks, it has frequently been stated in this department 
that, theoretically, fruits and nuts are the ideal diet of 
man. When, however, people have been living on a 
multiplicity of various cooked foods for perhaps half a 
century, and their forefathers have been so living for 
many centuries, it is not reasonable to suppose they can 
all zt once adant themselves to such a radical change 
without some discomfort, or even suffering. If they can 
do. so, well and good, but as a rule it would-be better 
to bring about a reform gradually, by simplifying the 
meals, and gradually, little by little, the raw for the cooked 
fcod. lt is not, however, advisable to eat cooked and 
uncooked food together at the same meal.

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TnEHATING EARS BY ELECTRICAL SOUND WAVES.”

In the last June issue of the Scientific American two 
pages were devoted to a new ear treatment recently 
devised by a New York man. Great stress is being 
placed on the scientific features of this remarkable de- 
velopment, not alone because many deaf mutes are able 
to hear by means of the device for the first time in their 
lives, and through the sense of hearing are taught to 
speak correctly. But of even greater interest to the 
general public are these discoveries, as there are thous- 
ands of persons with defective hearing to one deaf mute, 
and the scientific use of electricity in the treatment of 
this delicate organ is a matter of profound interest to 
many who are conscious of impaired hearing, which is 
gradually growing worse despite al! efforts to check its 
progress, or relieve the nerve racking noises which 
usually accompany this defect. | 


THE SCIENTIFIC AMERICAN SAYS, IN PART: 


The ear may be considered a composite of three 
parts—the external ear, the middle ear and the internal 


ear. The visible ear is the external; it extends inward Sons practically deaf to ordinary sounds can be made to 


to the ear drum; here begins the middle ear, which may 


well be regarded as a cavity filled with air. This air- { 


filled cavity contains the ossicles—a chain of three 
small bones, connected together, and extending across to 
‘the internal ear. Of these small bones the first is at- 
tached to the ear drum, and the last to a membrane in 
the entrance to the inner ear, called the ‘oval window.’ 
Beyond this window lies the column of liquid in which 
float some three thousand nerve terminals, which on 
their route to the brain are bound together into a cable 
which is known as the auditory nerve. If this nerve be 
affected to such an extent that deafness results, hearing 
cannot be restored any more than a man whose opt'c 
nerve is affected can be made to see. Sound agitates the 
column of liquid with more or less violence, depending 


| upon the volume and pitch of the sound and other cir- 


cumstances. 

Fach of the three thousand nerve terminals selects its 
own proper sound, and conveys it to the brain by means 
of the auditory nerve. 


Sound conveyed by the atmosphere to the ear causes 
the drum to vibrate, and the vibrations of the drum are 
communicated to the chain of small bones which as 
they move cause the oval window” to pulsate, and 
hence the ear liquid to wash back and forth, then the 
nerve terminal and auditory nerve are excited. 

The new instruments spoken of here are three in 
number, separate and distinct as to their purpose, but 
all embodying practically the same principles, sound 
vibrations by electrical forces, and the one that will 
interest the greatest number is devised for the treat- 
ment of catarrh of the middle ear, as up to the present 
time there has been practically no way of reaching the 
middle ear effectively by medical or ordinary electrical 
treatments. These principles are not new to those 
familiar with the use of electricity in construction of 
telephones, as it has long been known that many per- 


hear distinctly through the telephone, and it remained 
only for some genius to gather sounds correctly and use 
them in the defective ear, just as magnifying lenses 
gather the scattered rays of light from the impaired 
eye, and restore normal vision. 


Careful observation proves that it is not volume of 
sound which is so necessary to give correct hearing 
as quality of tone, as the partly deaf will usn- 
ally hear with greater ease certain persons with 
whose voice they are familiar, even though modified in 
tone, whereas a stranger will frequently raise his voice 
to an unnatural strain, and still not make himself under- 
stood.

What with the matron, Mrs. Robin- 
son, who really has been the backbone 
of the concern for months past, almost 
overcome with nervous prostration and 
ordered away by her physician to pre- 
vent a total collapse; the resignation 
rather a forced opt) of the farm super- 
intendent, who fas moved his Lares 
and Penates m the Industrial Home 
and set them up in a new habitat at 
Gardena; the dismissal of Mrs. Wheeler

With the assuming of the ruperin- 
tendency by Rev. 8. J. Enyeart, who 
before that time acted as fiell secre- 
tary for the institution, there have 
come the other changes in the Home's 

that have created much com- 
ment among the people of Gardena and 
those who «are posted as to the affairs 
of the McKinley Home. 

‘Henry Lukensmeyer, the farm super- 
intendent, was the first one to go. He 
didn't suit the new superintendent. Mr. 
Lukensmeyer wasn't exactly fired, but 
he was given to understand that some 
other place would be better suited for 
his talents. For many months past this 
farm superintendent and his wife have 
been living in a tent on the farm, us 
there was no cottage for the farmer. 
Finally a four-room cottage was built 
and he moved in. Just after getting 
comfortably settled, Mr. Lukensmeyer 
was informed that at least two of the 
rooms of this cottage would have to be 
used for the boys of the home. He 
asked for an advance in wages, and 
several much-needed conveniences, but 
the superintendent refused these re- 
quests, and it was made plain to the 
farm superintendént that he better 
move on. He did. 

The next move was the discharge of 
Miss Tanner,. who had been in charge 
of the Santa Barbara Cottage. and she 
has now gone to Santa Barbara, where 
she will engage in school teaching. 

Then came the announcement that 
Mrs. Wheeler would withdraw from the 
institution in which she had served as 
matron of the superintendent's cottage. 
She will leave the institution tomorrow. 
It was given out that this place would 
be required for Mr. Enyeart and his 
family. 

The report is current that the two 
daughters of Mr. Enyeart were to be 
installed as matrons of the othe- 
houses, but there a balk in the pro- 
gramme occurred. The daughters made 
a tour of inspection, and they decided 
that life at McKinley Home would not 
be to their likirg, so they discreetly 
withdrew from the field. 

Tomorrow Mise Mary Jones, an in- 
stitutional worker, who has had con- 
siderable experience in Cincinnati, will 
go down to the home to take charge of 
the Santa Barbara Cottage. Elijah 
Wharton of Tulare has been appointed 
by Mr. Enyeart as farm superinten- 
dent, and Mrs. Enyeart will manage the 
superintendent house. 

There are now sixty-nine boys at the 
home, and, in fact, more than can well 
be accommodated; but the applications 
for admission are continuous. During 
the past week ten applications were 
made, and in some cases the circum- 
stances were £0 piteous that it seemed 
cruel to turn the applicants away. 

The Gardena district now maintains 
a regular school at the home, and a 
special sloyd teacher goes down from 
the Harper school once a week to in- 
struct the boys in the use of t»ols. 

Eventually it is hoped to establish 
shops and various industrial concerna, 
so that the boys may be taught trades 
for which they appear to have the most 
inclination, as well as learning the 
farm and dairy work. 

The new farm superintendent is ex- 
perienced in the raising of fine stock; 
he will place twenty fine cows on the 
farm, and branch out in the dairy 
work, 


A Government of Wamen. 
A remnant of the Seri tribe of In- 
dians inhabits the Island of Tiburon, 
in the Gulf of California, and is ruled 
entirely by the women. Formerly the 
tribe numbered about 5000, but it has 
shrunk to a few hundreds, lieing a life 
of almost complete isolation, a re- 
fusing to intermarry with any of the 
Indians of the mainiand. Food and 
fresh water are scarce on Tiburon, but 
what is left of the tribe is healthy and 
vigorous, and has always maintained 
its indepence, fighting valiantly for it 
when necessary. The woman is master 
of the household, and a council] of ma- 
trons is at the head of public affairs, 
the men having no voice in them. They 
have a nominal chief, who is a man, 
but he has no authority, and any as-

BITTER DEATH 
IN MAD SEAS. 


— — 


Returned Seaman’s Thrilling 
Voyage Round Horn. 


— — 


Only Survivor of Wreck in 


Winter Storm. 
Narrowly Escapes Death 
from Sealer’s Gun. 


Officers and crew almost frozen to 
death in a terrific winter storm off the 
Horn; their vessel wrecked by the con- 
stant rolling of its cargo of iron as 
the boat was buffeted by the w'nds and 
waves; the escape in small boats, one 
of which was lost; the final sighting 
of a small barren island which was 
reached by only two of the men, the 
others perishing in the surf in trying 
to make a landing: his own narrow 
escape from being shot by a party of 
sealers who mistook him for an animal 
—this is the thrilling story brought 
by Seaman John Keenan, who has just 
arrived at Port San Pedro after a se- 
ries of exciting experiences. 

Seaman Keenan brings a story of 
suffering, peril on sea and death be- 
neath the waves, that is equal to the 
lurid tales of the story books. Like 
all others who have followed the sea, 
he cannot leave it. His experience 
rounding the Horn made him determine 
to forsake old Neptune forever, but 
a brief trial of northern Minnesota 
lumber camp life, then an attempt at 
railroading and finally a taste of lake 
sailing on a lumber vessel, satisfied 
him that life is not worth while ex- 
cept on the high seas. 

_ PICTURESQUE FIGURE. 

Keenan was a picturesque and strik- 
ing figure as he talked to a Times re- 
porter yesterday, just before boarding 
the train for San Francisco, at the Ar- 
cade Depot. 

Short of stature, broad shouldered, 
with long arms and big hands, a croppy 
reddish beard, keen eyes gleaming from 
under shaggy brows, a florid face, fur- 
rowed with wrinkles and bronzed with 
the weather of all zones of the earth; 
about years old but as lithe and 
active as any man of 25. His short 
monkey-jacket of blue pilot cloth was 
heavy enough for cold midwinter: his 
blue flannel shirt, with broad rolling 
collar which hung out over his coat 
collar behind and was marked in each 
corner by a white star, was open in 
front disclosing a bronzed breast cov- 
ered with a heavy crop of wolfish hair, 
and tattooed on it could be seen the 
royal yards and spars of a full-rigged 
ship. His pantaloons of white duck 
were made in the old style of

A. WILD VOYAGE. 

From Liverpool,” said Kenan, “I 
shipped on board a  blue-water 
bark bound for Callao, loaded 
with railroad iron, sewing machines 
and hats. We had a good ship and a 
good faptain, and all went well em we 
got near the Horn. Then it let loose on 
us! It snowed and rained, sleeted and 
froze: the wind was dead ahead and 
for days at a time we lay to just 
forereaching enough not to fall off be- 
fore the wind, hoping all the while for 
a slant that would set us past the 
Horn and on our course. 

“The decks were heavy with ice, the 
running rigging was so hard and stiff 
that it was agony to work ship; it took 
both watches of us all one afternoon to 
get two reefs in the main topsail, so 
you may know the sail was as stiff 
as ice could make it. We d to break 
the ice off it with belaying pins, sev- 
eral of us had our fingers frozen, but 
the sail had to be furled; you know 
how that is, and it was furled. 

IRON CARGO BREAKS LOOSE. 

“It was pitch and toss, roll and tum- 
ble, cold and wet, for nearly three 
weeks till late one afternoon about as 
bad an accident happened to us as 
could happen—the iron cargo broke 
loose. If the sea had been any ways 
smooth we could have secured it. As 
it was we heaved a good pari of the 
light stuff overboard in order to come 
at the iron, but it would have been 
sure death to have gone among it, for 
it was charging like mad from side to 
side with every roll. 

“The third day after, the ship went 
on her beam ends. We cut away the 
masts, but she wouldn't right, so we 
took to the boats, two boats of us. 
We abandoned ship just before dark, 
sure she could not live out the night. 
We were soon separated and I never 
again heard of the other boat. We had 
plenty of provisions and water, but 
we were constantly drenched with the 
salt spray, which froze on us till we 
were nearly as stiff as stanchions. We 
had a boat stove, but couldn’t use it. 

“Six days after leaving the ship we 
sighted a barren little rock to the 
southwest of the Falklands, four or 
five miles around it; not a soul of a 
house on it, nothing but birds and 
seals. 

ALL BUT ONE PERISH. 

“In beaching the boat she capsized, 
for we were too weak and cold to 
handle her. Of the eight of us in her 
only two came ashgre alive, and al! 
the water and st were lost. My 
mate died the second day, and then, 
mad with thirst and hunger, I crawled 
down to the beach to die. Suddenly I 
saw a boat round a little point and a 
man in the bow took aim to shoot me, 
thinking me a seal, I held up my 
hand, sailor fashion, too weak to sing 
out, and they soon had me on boarda 
sealing schooner out of Provincetown. 

“T turned to and helped them secure 
a cargo of skins and brought up with 
them in Boston. Having about $50 
coming to me out of the schooner, 1 
took it and swearing a big oath never 
to look at salt water again, I steered 
West and came to anchor in a big 
lumber camp in Minnesota. 

“After the season's work was done 
we were paid off and I went to rail- 
roading, but that was none to my 
fancy, so I got a job as first mate on 
a lumber drager out of Chicago. One 
or two voyages, they call them, satis- 
fied me that I didn’t want any more to 
do with lake sailoring, so I worked my 
way down the Mississippi on a rafter 
to New Orleans. There I got a cotton 


ship to Antwerp. 

“Luck was after me, for I shipped on 
a big boat, not caring or knowing 
where bound, and blow me, if she 
wasn't loaded with railroad iron and 
bound round the Horn, for a 
called San Pedro. When we got in the 
same old rolling grounds it was the

“I'm steering now for to get 
a wheat ship to Liverpool or New 
k, and set up a tattoo shop and

He 
preesnted his well thrashed argu- 
ments in favor of non-intervention in 
Kansas and Nebraska, and while talk- 
ing seemed to carry the people with 
him. He attempted to prove that the 
Territories should be open to slavery 
and after the slaves were in. to let 
the people vote upon the question as 
to whether they should be slave or 
free States. : 

LINCOLN’S RELIGIOUS VIEWS. 

“There has deen much controversy 
concerning Mr. Lincoln's religious be 
lief. I was too young to have ever 
telked to him on the sub‘>ct, but that 
he wan a devout belierer it God and 
the Christian faith there can be, no 
question. But was he orthodox, a 
spiritualist or a liberal Christian’ So 
far as my personal knowledge goes | 
am convinced that Mr. Lincoln was 
what is now called a liberal] Christian; 
that is, he accepted the teachings of 
Jesus but did not believe lu the or- 
thodox doctrine of everlasting punish- 
ment. My reasons for thinking this 
are numerous. He was very reticent 
concerning his religious onions and 
rarely talked with any one on the sub- 
ject, but a man is known by the 
company he keeps and it is proverbial 
that we associate with those whose 
views are congenial to our own. My 
father, Dr. Winston Somers, was 
an aggressive WUniversalist—when a 
belief in universal salvation subjected 
a man to obloquy and often ostracism. 
When in Urbana, Mr. Lincoln, if at 
leisure, invited my father to his room 
on Sunday. I do not know the sub-

The message is diplomaticaly word- 
ed, saying, The interests of commerce 
place the principal object within the 
constitutional powers and care of 
Congress, and that it should inciden- 
tally advance the geographical knowl- 
edge of our own continent, can but be 
an additional gratification.” It sug- 
gests that if Congress approve his 
plan an “appsopriation of two thou- 
sand five hundred dollars, ‘for the pur- 
pose of extending the external com- 
merce of the United States.’ while 
understood by the executive .as 
giving the legislative sanction, would 
cover the undertaking from notice, and 
prevent the obstruction which inter- 
ested individuals might otherwise pre- 
viously prepare in its way.”

POINTED LEADER. 

Immediately on this Congressional 
action, Capt. Meriwether Lewis again 
solicited the leadership of the party 
and received it. He had been for the 


past two years the private secretary 
of Jefferson, and as such had made
